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Fees before award 



OSAP may screw OFS 



"I further agree that first use 
of such proceeds will be to pay 
my academic fees". 

This quotation! taken from (he 
Oitario Student Awards applica- 
tion form has caused a great 
deal of concern to the Ontario 
Federation of students, especially 
id the light of the proposed fee 
withholding. As part otthe applica- 
tion for a student award, signed by 
the applicant, and witnessed, the 
legal implications and obligations 
could welt be used as adcterent 
to prevent the boycott. The uni- 
versity could refuse to release 
to the student, his second term 
loan cheque unless his fees are 
paid. 

Roman Wolostcruk, Student 
Awards officer for Laurentian, 
said that "there was not as yet 
uiy set policy regarding the col- 
lection of fees". He seemed to 
indicate that a directive would be 
forthcoming in the near future. 
The past policy has been to merely 
deduct the fees from the awards 
when they receive them. He stated 
that he felt, "the student was 
bound by the statement In the 

application to pay. his fee* as ob- 
ligated by his application," 

Yvon Lachapelle, president of 
the SGA and also a member of the 
OFS executive said that 'even 
though the student was seemingly 
obligated, reprisals were not all 
that likely . He felt that the gov- 
ernment would not apply legal 
action if the students failed to 



comply with the demands of the 
application due to the fear of 
adverse publicity. He felt that 
most of the universities them- 
selves would not take reprisals. 

He mentioned that the matter 
would be discussed at the next 
meeting of the Council of Ontario 
Universities and expected that not 
all member universities would 
have the same plan of action. 

He then pointed out that the 
president of the University of 
Toronto had said that they would 
hand over the OSAP cheques to 
the students and allow the stu- 
dents to make the decision. He 
also mentioned that the president 
of the University of Western On- 
tario had said in that university's 
senate that academic penalties 
would be inflicted upon those who 
refused to pay their second term 
installments. 

He added that Laurentian has not 
committed itself to any set policy 
regarding the payments of second 
term fees. He said that he hoped 
he would receive a statement soon. 

laurentiin has conducted a sur- 
vey of fellow Ontario universities 
to And out their policies regarding 

the collection .of academic fees. 
TWa survey showed that Brock, 
Guelph, Ottawa, Trent, Waterloo 
and Waterloo-Lutheran as well 
as Western and McMaster de- 
ducted the tuition fees directly 
from the OSAP cheques. The only 
Institutions that did not follow 
suit were Carleton, Lakehead, 
York, Queen's and Windsor. 



Scholarships successful 



The student awards ofnce has 
announced that, due to changes In 
philosophy, the scholarships and 
bursaries available, have received 
Increased applications this year. 
The philosophy change Involved 
a stress on financial need along 
with the usual academic standing 
requirements. The scholarships 
and bursaries are usually dealt 
with according to the requirements 
stated by the donor, and academic 
standing. This year, the committee 
on undergraduate - awards has 
added the criteria of academic 
standing coupled with financial 
need. This 'stress on the aspect 
of financial need has enabled them 
to Increase the scope of the 
scholarship and bursary program. 

The presentsystem breaks down 
Into three major areas for the 
applicant to consider. The easiest 
award to handle Is that of donor 
requirements, Mr.R. Woloazcsuk, 
Student Awards officer, stated 
that, "These awards simply re- 
quire the committee to follow the 
criteria laid down by the donor." 

The secood major area for the 
distribution of awards Is that of 
academic standing. It simply in- 
volves the person with the highest 
standing, that is relevant to the 
award, receiving the award. 

The third, and new area, is that 
of academic standing coupled with 
financial need. Woloszczuk noted 
that, "this allows 4 the committee 
to look at the financial need of the 
student, ,and thereby channel an 



award to a needy recipient," 

With this new philosophy, the 
system of granting scholarships 
and bursaries has improved to 
the extent that applications have 
reached a high. This allows the 
committee to screen the appli- 
cants, thereby enabling them to 
award the money where it is 
most needed. 

On the agenda for the next 
meeting of the committee is the 
proposal that an application form 
be drawn up for the program. 
This would ensure that all stu- 
dents have equal opportunity for 
the awards available, and the com- 
mittee 'could bettet screen the 
applicants. 

The scholarships and bursaries 
program has been very successful 
this year, with the exception of 
student committee participation. 
The committee on Undergraduate 
Awards is a sub committee of the 
Senate, and three student positions 
ire present on the committee as 
a whole. With only six voting 
members and a chairman. It is 
easily seen that the students have 
parity oo this committee. 

At present, only one student 
position Is filled, that position 

being held by StM Rosenborg*. 
It is important, both to the com- 
mittee and to the students at 
large, that the two other student 
positions be filled. The committee 
reports a success this year, but 
needs the student members to 
continue with Its progress.

Budget cuts recommended

The Laurentian University &>d- 

. get and Short Term Academic 
Planning Committee recommends 
a budget cut for the 1973-74 aca- 
demic year. 

The committee suggests that the 
university adopt a budget based 
on a deficit of $281,000; while 
stating that a deficit of $500,000 
woutd be required to provide the 
same teaching program and ser- 
vices as provided this year (1972- 
1973). 

The Committee anticipates a de- 
ficit of $500,000 for the current 
year 0972-73). The university has 
reserves of $866,000 available to 
meet this deficit, leaving a sum of 
$366,000 to cover future deficits. 

With no reductions In allocations 
and assuming a 6% increase in 
the cost of providing the same 
services and teaching programs, 
in 1973-74, the committee anti- 
cipates a deficit of $500,000. They 
suggest reductions, In their re- 
port, that would reduce that deficit 
to approximately $281,000, of 
which $175,300 is a non-recurring 
charge against the budget tor 
severance and retraining. 

The Department of Physical 
Plant and Planning will incur bud- 
get cuts of $157,000 to come from 
the reduction of Janitorial, secur- 
ity and planning services. 

The administratis budget will 
be cut $70,000, $50,000 of which 
will be the result of a suggested 
restructuring of the admin- 
istration. 

The library budget will be cut* 
by $50,000 with the committee 
suggesting that this sum be ex- 
tracted largely from book pur- 
chases. 

The committee suggests that a 
saving of $40,000 could be made 
in the "other academic" budget 
by not filling the position of Vice- 
President Academic, at the con- 
clusion of the term of the present 
incumbent, and by not appointing 
Associate Deans for the academic 
year 1973-74. It is suggested that 



tne position of Dean be filled for 
1973-74, with Vi0 Dean assuming 
the responsibilities of the N Assoc- 
iate Deans together with those 
responsibilities of the Vice- 
President Academic relating 
directly to the work of the Un- 
iversity Departments and Schools. 

The committee suggests a bud- 
get for the professional schools 
based on stiff cuts of one each 
in Physical Education and Nursing, 
and staff increases of one each In 
Commerce and Translators. The 
Engineering budget will remain 
the same while Social Work's 
budget will be increased 6%. No 
staff changes are suggested for 
these schools by the committee. 

The committee suggests a bud- 
get Increase for the Social 
Sciences of G% (minus the cost 
of the salaries associated withthe 
position of Associate Dean, which 
will be eliminated). 

In the humanities, budget cuts 
Imply a reduction In staff, In all 
probability In English and Modern 
Languages, 

A reduction in the Sciences' 
budget will mean a reduction in 
the teaching program in Science, 
and may possibly imply that one 
M.Sc. and one honours B.Sc. pro- 
gram be phased out. 

The Budget Committee hascon- 
sidored the problem of deter- 
mining where staff reductions 
would be made and has stated;" We 
have assumed that in considering 
reductions In staff, academic units 
will determine their priorities, 



first In matters of program, and 
that faculty members will bm re- 
leased on that basis with ttnur* 
becoming a consideration only 

where a department must choose 
between two equally quallfledper- 
sons, one of whom has tenure, 
and the other of whom does not*' 
Before drawing up Its report, 
the Budget Committee requested 
that all units In the university 
determine the effect on their op- 
erations If thoy were to receive 
for their operations in 1973-74: 
their 1972-73 allocations plus 6%; 
at 10% reduction la that allocation; 
a 20% reduction In that allocation. 

The committee then prepared 
their report to the university com- 
munity for information and dis- 
cussion. They stated that they were 
guided by the principle of making 
reductions, first, that did not affect 
the teaching program of the un- 
iversity, and that If reductions 
in teaching programs were nec- 
essary, that they be made in areas 
affecting the least students. 

The Committee has set aside 
each afternoon of the week of 
November 6 from 4 p.m. to 
5:30 p.m. to meet with persons 
and groups who wish to discuss 
the budget with them. A General 
Meeting was held on Monday at 
4 p.xn. In the Fraser Auditorium. 
Anyone wishing to schedule a 
meeting with the Committee, or 
wishing to know where the Com- 
mittee will be meeting on a par- 
ticular afternoon, should contact 
the President's office.

SGA still supports Kraft foods 



A motion win bepresentedtothe 
next meeting of the SGA Council 
calling for SGA support of the 
National Farmers Union boycott 
of Kraft products. 

The motion will specifically ask 
that SGA services refuse to pur- 
chase, sell or handle Kraft pro- 
ducts and is aimed at La Boutede, 
which continues to sell a large 
number of Kraft products despite 
the NFU boycott. 

Gil Souliere, SGA Managing Di- 
rector of Services, was ques- 
tioned, by Lambda, earlier this 
year concerning La Boutede's 
stocking cf Kraft products. He 
said that this was.no indication 
that the management supports 
Kraft or that they are unaware 
of the NFU boycott "Students 
buy a lot of Kraft dinners reg- 
ularly, so La Boutede stocks It, M 
he said. 

However, newly etected SGA 
Council member Richard Woodley, 
who fs presenting the motion, 
stated that; "Continuing to stock 
Kraft products is tantamount to 
supporting Kraft in their battle 
with the Canadian farmer/ 1 He 
hopes that the Council win show 
its support for the Canadian 



farmer and pass the motion by an 
overwhelming majority. 
Student councils and student 

newspapers across the country 
have been supporting the boycott 
and have urged university admin- 
istrations to support it as well. 

At the University of Lethbridge 
In Alberta, continued student pres- 
sure has forced the administration 
to remove most Kraft products 
from the university cafeteria. 

However, at Laurentian, La 
Boutede, a student run business, 
continues to stock Kraft products. 

The boycott was called In res- 
ponse to dairy farmers' demands 
for better prices for their pro- 
ducts through a collective bar- 
gaining agreement and the retasal 
by Kraft to discuss the matter 
with the NFU. 

Kraftco Corporation has a vir- 
tual monopoly in this area of food 
industry; it either makes the pro- 
ducts itself or owns subsidiaries 
that do. 

The NFU Is fighting to enable 
farmers to negotiate In regional 
groups or on the national level 
with marketing boards and pro- 
cessors for the prices paid on farm 
products and with suppliers for 
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the prices paid la material Inputs. 

At present farmers do not have 

such rights and must accept what- 



ever they are offered for their have often been forced to sell 
products by the marketing boards their products at below production 
and corporate business. Farmers cost. 
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The National Farmers Union is boycotting the above products because of the Simon Legree tactics 
of Kraftco. 







But others don't 



LETHBRiDGE (CUP) — Continued 
student pressure has persuaded 
the administration to remove most 
Kraft products from the University 
of Lethbridge cafeteria. 

Food services director Bob 
Powesland announced that all lines 
but one are being replaced bynon- 
Kraft products. He said he has 
been unable to find a replace- 
ment for Kraft salad dressings. 

Powesland said the decision 
came only when It was apparent 
the Issue wouldn't "Wow over". 
Successive articles In the student 
newspaper, The Mellorist, con- 
tributed to the move. The first

tlonal Kraft boycott by Canadian 
University Press. A later Melior- 
ist article dealt specifically with 
the Lethbridge cafeteria. 

A Kraft sales representative 
told Powesland that agitation at 
tho Universities of Calgary and 
Alberta had died down and the 
administration did not move 
against Kraft products at either 
campus. 

The National Farmers' Union 
Is in the second year of its nation- 
wide boycott against Kraft Food 
Ltd. The NFU is seeking the right 
to bargain collectively with Kraft 
to secure higher prices for farm 
products, Kraft refuses to ncgo- 
ltiate. .„._„. ! 
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Nlcket Belt, an Intriguing name, an in- 
triguing riding, and most assuredly, an In- 
triguing election! 

We have seen that John Rodriguez sup- 
posedly won the hearts of the peopte of the 
Nickel Belt riding, and that the incumbent 
liberal MP Caeten Serre was beaten by' 
some two thousand votes. 

A re-count Is mandatory if the differ- 
ence between the two front runners is 
twenty-five votes or less, and It can bo 
easily held If the candidate requiring the 
re-count can show Just cause for that same 
re-count. In this case we have a differ- 
ence of roughly two thousand votes sep- 
arating the two candidates, and Serre wants 
a re-count* Sounds tlko sour grapes to 
most observers. 

Serre's argument is that there were some 
three thousand spoiled ballots, and most of 
them were cast In his favour. Three thousand 

spoiled ballots is wild to say the least! 
The baJlot was specifically set up to 
avoid the problem of spoiled baltots. The 
organiters thought that no one could pos- 
sibly avoid marking their ballot correctly 
when only a white circular spaco was pro- 
vided for their mark. It need bo said 
that these organizers did not take Into 
consideration the people of the Nickel Belt 

riding. 

Many assumptions have been made to 
the feet that the people of the Nickel Bolt 
riding were simply stupid. A most intell- 
igent assumption Indeed, 

One wonders whether or not it has been 
taken into consideration that some of the 
spoiled baltots could be protested ballols, 
and therefore, a determination of whether 
or not they are spoiled is Irrelevant. 

The Chief Returning Officer for the Sid- 
bury riding advised me on election day 
that there was no such thing as a protest 



vote, and that the only way one could reg- 
ister such a vote was not to bother going 

to the polls at all. 

By virtue of pure blind lock, the Deputy 
Returning Officer at my poll knew the 
procedure for registering a protest, that 
being a blank ballot. If, however, every 
j)RO In the Nickel Belt riding did not know 
this, then some voters may have placed 
their X outside the white circle In a delib- 
erate attempt to protest the ballot. If these 
ballots are all ruled as being spoiled or 
not, then the voter Is being denied his vote, 
tie has placed a vote, and now that vote Is 
being defined. 

It would seem basically simple, that a 
spoiled ballot is a spolted ballot. If there 
has been no problem In this area in the 
magnitude that was apparent In the Nickel 
Belt riding, then the argument can be put 
forth that there was a* specific reason for 
the spoiled ballots in this riding. If these 
ballots are defined, then the whole voting 
procedure Is a farce. 

tf it has come time to determine what a 
voter meant when he placed his "X" out- 
side the white circle, then perhaps Caeten 
Serre should look at a few other possibilities. 
Maybe the voters thought his name was 
Serrex, and were simply correcting the 
spelling on the ballot. Perhaps the voters 
were actually signing their name to the 
ballot. Perhaps they thought that Serre's 
name was too smalt and added the "X" 
to fill up the space In order to make his 
name more outstanding and appealing. 

In any event, there are many possible 
explanations for the spoiled ballots, .and 
they should all be taken into consideration. 
For Gaeten Serre to put forth this argument 
that more spoiled ballots were cast for him 
Is perhaps a comment on the acceptability 
of Mr. Serre to the voter, rather than the 
intelligence of that voter.

Complaints have been received 
regarding the enforcement of 
parking regulations on campus. 
When asked If the Laurentlan 
security force was understaffed, 

Norm Ralche, chief of security, 
replied that such was the case 
with most police forces. Rale he 
stated that most police forces 
cold justify a need for more 
officers. 

A budget cut forced the Lau- 
rentlan security force to operate 
with six regular officers, two 
contracted out to the teachers 
college and one contracted out to 
the art gallery. Prior to the cut 
the force was comprised of seven 
officers. According to the security 
chief, when working with less than 
the desired number of officers it 
becomes of paramount importance 
to establish a priority of services. 

However sources within the se- 
curity force expressed the opinion 
that the force was understaffed. It 
was said that more men were 
needed, with disapproval partic- 
ularly expressed with single man 

patrols at night. 
Ralche explained that apart from 



issuing direction, Information and 
parking tickets, campus officers 
perform regular security checks 
in the buildings, inspecting routes 
which would also allowthem to ob- 
serve maintenance problems. 
They also perform other custodial 
duties such as locking and re- 
opening buildings. In addition, 
their responsibility encompasses 
the regular duties of all peace 
officers such as trafflce patrol 
and Investigation ofpropertydam- 
age t theft or any other disturbance 
which may require their attention. 
Compared to some of the other 
Canadian and American univer- 
sities, many of which have police- 
women, plainclothosmen and reg- 
ular police officers, the Lauren- 
tlan force Is not a large, spec- 
ialised force but Laurentlan has 
been fortunate in not experiencing 
the problems that larger univer- 
sities often encounter. 
Considering the many various 

duties of the campus police and 
their limited number, they're kept 

quite busy. 

In the words of chief Ralche, 
"In view of their various respon- 
sibilities, I'm pleased with the 
performance of my men." 



Council Kills paper 



WINDSOR (CUP) — The entire 

staff of the Saint, the student 
newspaper at St. Clair College, 
has resigned. 

The resignations followed the 
refusal of the St. Clair student 
council to allow the Saint editors 
to become full-time and carry 
only part-time course load. 

The editors said they could not 
continue to operate the paper and 
stand a chance of graduating. 

Student council president Nick 
Heint rejected the proposal on the 
grounds that "the Saint staff last 
year put out a smaller paper 
(four pages) of the same calibre 
on a part-time basis". ■ 

Helm also said the council did 
not feel the Saint should try to 
"compete on aprofessiooal basis" 
with other papers and that the 
Saint "should be the voice of 
St .Clair students"* 

Saint editor Phil Cough said 
that Helot actually wants editorial 
control over the paper. When he

Foreign prof numbers increasing

Have you heard about the 85% 
Canadian Quota Campagln for Can- 
adian Universities? You have 
heard about Canadian nationalism, 
the stand to own and dictate the 
movements of our major indust- 
ries and corporations* But what 
about Canadian Universities? 

Last year at Laurentlan, 52,02% 
of (he faculty were Canadian cit- 
izens, 7,87% were American and 
36.11% were from other foreign 
countries. The year before there 
were, 53% Canadian, 7*5% Amer- 
ican and 39.5% other. The per- 
centages are decreasing for over- 
alt Canadian majorities in our 
universities. 

The 85% Canadian Quota Cam- 
paign advocates the position that 
Canada must have Canadian un- 
iversities. Discrimination and 
broad education problems are In- 
creasing because of the minority 
position Canadian professors hold 
in our universities, 

ait what of the fact, are we 
suffering? The 85% Quota Cam- 
paign states that we are: at York 
University last year, twelve 
Ph.D's apparently applied for two 



positions but two American M.A/S 
were hired. Foreign professors 
were once greatly needed In all 
areas of study; particularly the 
sciences. The reason being a lack 
of qualified Canadians, which un- 
iversities* administrations still 
feel Is applicable today. 

The Quota Campaign stresses 
the need for Canadian heritage 
to be taught to us by Canadian 
professors, tip to now we have 
been taught about ourselves by 
citizens of the USA. Our teachers, 
artists, lawyers, doctors are 
trained here but they are denied 
an education in Canadian culture 
and politics. The Quota Campaign 
hopes to break this stranglehold 
and build Canadian Universities 
and pride in our history. 

Students throughout Canadian 
Universities are generally in full 
agreement with a set quota. Jobs 
for Canadians are obviously at a 
minimum without the added pres- 
cence of foreign, non-cltizenshlp 
competition. And citizenship Is 
something that most foreign pro- 
fessors are reluctant to commit 
themselves to. Students also feel 
that foreign professors were difference we seek. 



needed In the development of Can- 
adian Sciences and Arts, but too 
much influence has been subjected 
on Canadians students by Amer- 
icans and other foreign pro- 
fessors. 

The Quota Campaign may be a 
worthwhile cause, but many stu- 
dents feel the strong sense to- 
ward a national liberation won't 
fully alleviate the problem and 
may create another greater prob- 
lem. Canada Is a country of dif- 
ferences, its people are from a 
multitude of nationalities, our her- 
itage has been predominantly 
British and our economy is North 
American. We have two official 
languages and dissention with both; 
and a land of limited resources 
for an unlimited number of foreign 
markets. Now a nationalist surge, 
dump the Americans, keep Canada 
Canadian, create unity, yet 
maintain duality (our heritage). 

An 85% quota on foreign pro- 
fessors would be a definite step 
toward ensuring future positions 
in our universities for Canadians. 
It may also create a great deal 
of dissent, we are what we are 
and a total change may not be the

The School of Social Work oi 
L.U. often receives student crit- 
icism because of Ms policy con- 
cerning limitation of registration. 
As staled In the L.U. calendar, 
this limitation affects not only 
admission Into the program but 
also continuation and promotion. 
"In any year of the School's 
programme it may be necessary 
to limit registrations to the num- 
ber of field learning placements 
available. 

Admission to, continuation In, 
and promotion in the third and 
fourth years of the programme, 
and graduation, are contingent not 
only on meeting academic re- 
quirements but also on meeting 
professional expectations In over- 
alt performance. A review com- 
mittee has been established to 
consider allegations of unsatis- 
factory performance In the pro- 
gramme." 

Since the overall registration 
of L.U. was low this year, the 
School of Social Work may not 
be enforcing this policy. However 
for the sake of interest, it does 
exist, and normally Is operational. 

The aforementioned review 
commltee (one of several com- 
mittees in the School) better known 
under the auspicious title of Ad- 
mission, Promotions and Appeals, 



Interviews each second year stu- 
dent at the end of the first sem- 
ester.

WUSC seeks Chino visit 



W?rld University Service of 
Canada, which sponsors an annual 
International seminar, has this 
year departed from Its regular 
course in order to help senda stu- 
dent delegation on a tour of main- 
land China. Since January 1972, 
WUSC has been actively attempting 
to solicit interest in this project 
from student councils in univer- 
sities across Canada* Meetings 
with Chinese officials in Ottawa 
indicate that China might welcome 
a 'national' student delegation, 
although It Is certainly clear that 
they "hold the reins" and would' 
have to approve any group of stu- 
dents chosen for the journey. 

As a consequence of this fa- 
vourable response, WUSC is In- 
viting student councils to form an 
ad hoc organization and to select 
candidates for the trip.

Society has deemed It necessary to 
structure the Interpersonal relationships of 
individuals* Specific types of relationships 
must fall within specific role-patterns. Ac- 
cording to society's norms, Intimate 
relationships must be of a permanent nature* 

Marriage Is the Institution that society 
provides for Intimate relationships, and 
marriage Is permanentlfamarriagedoesn't 
last "forever" It Is said to have failed. 
This is regardless of how fulfilling the 
relationship may have been during Its ex- 
istence. "However, If a marriage lasts 
"forever 1 *, regardless of the quality of the 
relationship, It is said to be successful* 

There Is no rational explanation or Jus- 
tification for this structuring of relation- 



ships. Indeed, in many cases this can be 
a hindrance to the development of full rela- 
tionships. 

The type of relationship we are talking 
about is one where two people can relate 
to each other as human beings with no 
outside restrictions on the form the relation- 
ship takes. This requires that no limitation 
be put on the Intimacy of such relationships. 

A full human relationship requires close- 
ness. It requires that people be free to be 
honest with each other and vulnerable to 
each other* A full human relationship Is a 
relationship of the emotional, the spiritual 
and the physical. 

Why must these relationships be perm- 
anent* In many cases one Is not prepared 
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for a permanent relationship. Should that 
preclude one from developing a full human 
relationship on a temporary basis. 

Further to that should any rlatlonshlp 
be considered permanent. No relationship 
can be completely permanent* Relationships 
are always developing and changing. Some 
may last "forever", and indeed improve 
with time, yet are these not continuous 
rather than permanent. Others may reach 
a point where they are no longer fulfilling; 
should they be considered a failure despite 
the fact that they were fulfilling human 
relationships while they lasted. Should they 
not be terminated at this point to allow 
the Individuals to live the rest of their 
lives. 

We are living In a university community 
where many are unsure of their future 
plans, A community In which many of us 
spend six months of the year* and the other 
six months elsewhere. Our ideas and phil- 
osophies aro developing. Interpersonal rela- 
tionships should be the most Important part 
of our lives. Yet society restricts these 

relationships. . 

Getting to Jcnow people is important, Com- 
munication is important. Communication In- 
volves the expression of ideas, emotions, 
feelings and, at the highest level, the com- 
munication of one's spiritual self to another. 
Communication mustnot be restricted. Phys- 
ical contact Is one very important means 
of communication. 

However society f s "moral'* norms re- 
quire that physical (sexual) communication 
be reserved for permanent relationships. 

Firstly, If such permanent relationships 
were considered desirable, should one not 
know the other as completely as possible 
bofore entering into such a relationship. 

Secondly, such relationships are not de- 
sirable as they commit peopte "forever" 
to a relationship that may not continue to be 
folfllling for either of them. 

It seems much more logical to encourage 
people to develop relationships, that are as 
fulfilling to the people involved as possible- 
that provide the greatest exchange of human 
communication and human understanding as 
possible. These relationships should not be 
permanent - they may be temporary or they 

may be continuous. 

There Is nothing wrong with an Ideal 
of two people living together in a full re- 
lationship "forever". However one should 
recognize that such a dream can fail, and 
then comes the time for the termination 
of such a relationship. 

There Is also nothing wrong with two 
people tlving together in a full relationship 
for a temporary period of time. &ich a 
relationship may be continuous or It may 
be termtnited by circumstances, but It 
remains a fulfilling and worthwhile rela- 
tionship regardless of its length. 

If two people can relate to each other, 
exchanging understanding, concern, and love 
tor even a second, then something very 
wonderful has happened.

NFU seeks certification 



SASKATOON (CUP) — National 
' Farmers Union president Roy At- 
kinson has called on the Prince 
Edward Island government to pass 
legislation certifying the NFU as 
the bargaining agent for PEI po- 
tato farmers, following a plebis- 
cite last week. 

The plebiscite, supervised by 
the PEI government, asked potato 

farmers whether they frvoured 
certification of the NFU as their 
collective bargaining agent. Far- 
mers supported the NFU with 
a vote of 415 to 233, 

"PEI potato producers have 
given the government a clear di- 
rective. It now requires passing, 
at the next session of the legis- 
lature, legislation certifying the 
NFU as bargaining agent for PEI 
potato producers," Atkinson said. 

"The vote has given the NFU 
a clear mandate to prepare on 
behalf of producers the necessary 
administrative arrangements for 
effective bargaining and marketing 
of the 1973 potato crop," he added. 

The NFU has been attempting 



to obtain collective bargaining 
rights for Canadian farmers for 
several years. No provincial gov-, 
ernment has yet seen fit to pass 
the enabling legislation that would 
provide the legal structure under 
which termers could bargain col- 
lectively for a fair price for their 
produce. 

PEI premier Alex Campbell has 
lpdJcated that the government will 
have to study the results of the 
plebiscite before deciding on any 
action. Campbell said that less 
than half of the eligible voters 
cast their ballots in the plebiscite, 
and for this reason the govern- 
ment Is in no harry to act. 

PEI farmers, protesting a gov- 
ernment "development plan" for 
the province's agriculture laun- 
ched massive tractor demon- 
strations In August 1971. The gov- 
ernment's reply came when NFU 
president Atkinson was arrested 
and charged with conspiracy to 
Intimidate. 

The charges were dropped sev- 
eral months later.

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SGA Council ratifies OFS resolutions 



The SGA met Friday, October 27 
in the Board Room on the nth 
floor, to deliberate oa motions 
and resolutions passed . by the 
Ontario Federation of Students 
following the province-wide ref» 
erendunu 

The first three motions dealt 
with, were passed by the OFS at 
Its general plenary meeting Aug- 
ust 22. The first motion dealt 
with letting up a conference to 
study the role of women In post- 
secondary Institutions and the 
setting up of a task force to 
promote the entrance of women 
Into professional fields of post- 
secondary schooling, 

Marti Bowers (U of S) said "the 
very Idea of the motion implied 
differentiation between sexes 

which she saw as undemocratic"; 
and Bit! Scandlan (UC rep.) said, 

"acceptance of this resolution im- 
plied women are being discrim- 
inated against in the present post- 
secondary educational system; he 
urged rejection of the motion." 
The SGA voted on the motion 
4 pro, 2 against and 3 absentlons 
(motion failed to carry). 

The next OFS motion censured 
the Federal Government for re- 
fusing landed Immigrant status 
to Dr* Meszaros. A former mem- 
ber of the Hungarian communist 
party and now a British subject, 



Meszaros was seen as a security 
risk by the Canadian gov3enment 
because of his Marxist views* 
After Rejean Crenler Oiled In 
the Council on this case, a vote 
was called and the OFS motion 
was upheld* 

Another OFS motion dealt with 
the organization of a protest rally 
at Queen's Park regarding the 
tuition hike. The rally would be 
led by GJendon College of To-* 
ronto and the OFS would en- 
courage simultaneous local dem- 
onstrations for campuses not able 
to participate in the Toronto ac- 
tion* The OFS also sought by 
this activity to enlist the support 
of people at large behind their 
action. The motion was ratified 
by the SGA, 6 pro, 2 abstentions 
2JKtfac<*ies0esautels against. Be- 
fore ratlflcatlon there was a has- 
sle as to the way the motion 
was to be handled. 

The next OFS resolution per- 
tained to publicity material. More 
publicity needs to be put out to 
Increase everyone's awareness of 
the issues* At this point Bill 
Scandlan intervened in favour of 
the resolution stating that, "the 
OFS teach-In held at Laumtian 
prior to the referendum was not 
effective In itself; more education 
of the students was required." 
The resoluatlon was unanimously 



accepted* 

Council passed an OFS res- 
olution to solicit support for the 
cause from university adminis- 
trations, community groups and 
the media- Hardly any discussion 
ensued on this point because the 
Council was in a hurry to finish 
deliberations on the 0!% material 
and get on with other business. 

Two more OFS resolutions were 
ratified; one set the date for the 
next OFS meeting - Nov* 25; the 
other pertained to the feasibility 
of setting up a trust fond where 
students could pay second term 
tuition fees* The same resolution 
mentioned investigating legal im- 
plications of releasing OSAP 
cheques in January to this trust 
fund. This trust fund idea Is to 
guarantee that students are not 
ripping off the university, but 
protesting the increase while not 
actually handing over Immediately 
the balance to t)ie university. 

In other business, the national 
student union Idea was discussed 
some were pro others opposed* 
Those opposed to the idea said 
that it was more Important to 
concentrate on the OFS Idea be- 
fore moving on to a national scale* 

Council voted fi pro, none against 
and 3 abstentions to accept Marti 
Bowers and Bill Scandlan on the 
selection committee of Senate.

Election Survey

The Political Science department of our university has conducted 
three major election-oriented surveys althln the confines of Sudbury 
during the course of the last two years. It has been claimed that 
those surveys are extremely accurate but the actual results 
indicate that this is not the case. While some of the results do fall 
within the normally accepted Ave per cent margin of error; most 
do not. 

Rand Dyck at first attributed the success of his survey to proper 
procedural methods. He felt that his method of using the voters list 
in order to find people to interview plus his method of using a 
balanced number of eligible voters attributed directly to his 
success. When encountered with the actual statistics (see table 
below) which showed that none of his projections came within 
the five per cent margin of error. Mr* Dyck was amazed. He 
stated "air sample wasn't quite large enough- Perhaps if the 
students had done ALL of their interviews*.." Mr. Dyck, although 
he said that he neither accused or suspected anyone, admitted 
that If lazy students filled out the surveys themselves Instead of 
distributing them, his results would be Inaccurate. 

Keith Sinclair stated that he had not attempted to establish a 
five per cent margin of error. It appears that Instead Mr*Sinclair 
hoped to find a range in which the candidates percentage of the 
popular vote would lie* With this range Mr* Sinclair hoped to 
come within ten per cent of each candidates final vote count. 
He, too, attributed his success to proper procedure. His claim 
was probably more justified than Mr. Dyck's since he worked 
with a greater number of returned surveys* 

Both men had excuses which explained why they under-estimated 
the popularity of Mr. Borovich. They Inferred that most people 
in the undecided bracket voted Conservative. Furthermore, many 
people who vofed for the Conservative party would not admit It 
in the survey* Also, the tremendous Conservative surge In the 
last few weeks of the campaign occurred after the surveys were 
returned. 

Both men were extremely content with their own results and 
refused to comment on the findings of the other survey. It appears 
that some congratulations are in order for the tremendous amount 
of work done by the professors and students who aided In the 
conduction or tabulation of the results.

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COMMENTARY 

I think the time has come for me to talk about intra- mural 
sports and the lack of publicity that It receives In Lambda, In 
particular referring to the sports page(s).

Apparently, however, students ignored 
the Information or did not bother to read it, and consequently 
nothing was received by Lambda and nothing was printed. 

What exactly is the problem In regards to pubil citing Intra- 
mural events? First of all Jet mo outline what Pm doing in sports. 
To date we have witnessed the soccer, football and hockey teams 
In action. It Is customary for these games to have a write up in 
(tie paper and usually, particularly If I write it, stories run about 
600 words In length, which Is a bit too long. The only sport that I 
did not write about was soccer and with the exception of one football 
came, I have personally written alt the hockey and football copy. 
Since most of these sporting events take place during the weekend, 
either on Saturday or Sunday, I And myself ojiite busy on these 
days* To add to my heartaches, layout is scheduled for Sunday, 
which means that if there is a hockey game on a &ioday afternoon, 
I have to write one story before 7;30 and then worry about how the 
page Is to be laid out* This equivalent to pasting together a puttie 

of sports copy. mt ^ 

Now if we had an army of people working on the sports page, 

there would be no problem In covering intra-mural sports, since 
one person could always be assigned to the Intra-mural beat 
But here Is the crux of the problem - there is no army of workers. 
Aside from one part time assistant, Pm the army that puts together 
the sports page and since I personally like inter-collegiate sports 
competition, It receives the write ups. Whether or not this attitude 
is Justified, ts of no particular Interest to me as far as this 
commentary is concerned. 

The problem should now become evident to the reader. I have 
received to date very little information from anyone regarding 
Jntra-rmra! sports. Only one person In my three years on Sports 
has approached m? retarding Lambda's willingness to cover a 
particular intra-mnral sport and that was Just recently when someone 
wanted water polo to receive attention. Everyone apparently assumes 
that I will go out and personally become Interested in almost 
every sporting event that takes place. This Is not the case, nor will 
it become so, particularly considering that my efforts on this 
paper are strictly voluntary. I consider myself fortunate If the 
paper pays my expenses to travel with one of the teams during a 

championship game. 
Now does this moan that intra-mural sports will absolutely 

be black-balled from receiving any coverage in Lambda? I answer 

most emphatically that this is not the case. However, and Pd like 

to make this clear, I will not do the write ups. 

Who then will, Is a question that will now be raised by any astute 
reader. Well, that Is up to the people interested In Intra-mural 
sports. As far as Pm concerned It can be a captain of a given 
team or perhaps a referee or a member of the intra-mural council. 
The write up does not have to be elaborate or lengthy - that's 
not what I want. What should bo of prime concern is that these 
sporting events, in which most students can participate, should 
be publicized and made known to the general student body. I am 
willing to spend some time with Intra-mural sports, such as the 
aspects dealing with Its layout In the paper, the printing of intra- 
mural schedules and perhaps, occasionally the coverage of a 
championship game between two colleges or schools. 

This is what I would ask of other people; get the information 
out of the Gymnasium and into my office. If that happens, then 
intra-murals will definitely receive coverage. And if that will 
not happen, then the opposite will hold true. 

Assuming that I have now reached some people, here is the 
general procedure regarding the manner In which to hand in 
copy. Firstly, the copy should be typed and no longer than two 
hundred words in length, if possible. The deadline date is Thursday 
for all events that take place prior to that day and Friday 



noon. 



noon for all others, tf you want further information contact me, 
Bob Steklasa at Lambda, extension 2C7. One final word: In the 
case that too much copy Is handed in, Pll have to edit so that 
everyone will receive some coverage.
